NEXT TO MILLIKIN'S BiNK. 


LONDON, 
Feb. 
1.—The steamship 


Elder, of the Nortli German Lloyd 
Steamship Co., Capt. Henccke, which 
left New York for Bremen on January 
23, went ashore (luring Sunday night 
on the Athorucld rocks, 9 miles west o! 
Ventnor, Isle of ^Vight. 


A scene of wild confusion followed 


the striking of the ship. 


The const guardsmen and - life-saving 


crew offered to take til? the passengers, 
bnt Capt. Heneeku at first refused to 
let them go, thinking them safer on 
the vessel for the present at least than 
in 
the frail boats, 
lie afterwards, 


however, consented to the venture. 


Most ot the lady passengers feared to 


take tln> risk of going oft in the first 
life-boat, and as there was plenty of 
room ('apt. lleinccko allowed some of 
tho male passengers to land in the. first 
boat taken nsliore. This first boat- 
load iiicluili'd Mr. and Mrs. Fred Ash- 
cnden and son, of New York, and 
Henry Runkln, o! London. Fonr chil- 
dren wore also stowed away iu the bot- 
tom of the boat \rader the thwarts and 
amid the logs of the life-boat crew.

children,

protection as pos- 


sible 
ugalnst 
the 
weather, 
were 


covered 
over 
with 
tarpaulins, 


but everybody in the boat was repeat- 
edly di-enelied to the skin by the seas 
whiuli swept

When the life-boats reached the Hue of 
the surf beating upon the shore, it was 
with great difficulty that they cbc,iped 
being 
swamped. Tho 
boats 
wcro 


finally ridden in, bows on to the break- 
ers, and when they reached n certain 
point they were seized by coast guards- 
men and others who had ventured out 
into the surf as far as possible, and 
with a rush the boats were dragged, 
amid cheers, up the beach, and tho pas- 
sengers arid crew landed in safety. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fred Abhendon and their 


son and Mr. Henry Kankin started for 
London as soon as they could obtain 
dry clothing. 


Those of the- poor Danes, Norwe- 


gians, Swedes and Hermans who were 
among the Eider's steerage passengers 
landed during tho afternoon and even- 
ing, 
arc compcled to remain lor tho 


present at Athcrfleld, where the agents 
of tho North Gorman Lloyd Co. are do- 
im'everything possible for them, 
But 


thes>> poor people have in many cases 
lost their baggage and other property, 
and there was bo much weeping and 
bewailing of the fate which had over- 
taken them that few of these people 
boomed to have either tlio time or the 
inclination to realize that they had 
had a narrow 
escape from ilndui" 


death in a watery grave. 


Tho coast-guardsmen and others who 


were p-esent in the boats and tugs 
about the Eider during the earlier part 
of the day r.re unanimously of the 
opinion that had the gale increased at 
the rate it did increase during the early , 
part of tho morning, it is possible that 
thoro would have been a considerable 
loss of life, for the life-boats owing ^to 
the rocks and the heavy seas which 
wero then sweeping over them, were 
almost useless and would have boon 
dashed to pieces either against the 
Eider's side or against tho rocks re- 
ferred to. A sudden and unexpected 
moderation of 
wind and sea alone 


Bcems to have saved the Eider from 
much more serious damage. 


Tlio village of Athorfield is full of 


coast guardsmen and men in the e m- 
ploy of the salvage and marine in- 
miniiice companies, who arc engagedm 
the rescue and assistance of tho passen- 
gers, or in salvaging the jettisoned 
cm-go ol tlio Eider. 


Fishermen's boats have swarmed to 


tho vessel in the hope of earning an 
honest dollar Iu some way or another. 


At 5 o'clock this evening the life- 


boats had mado thirteen trips and had 
landed about 200 people. Tho work of 
reselling was then continuing, and it 
was hoped that all tlio passengers 
would be safe ashore by 8 o'clock. 


Toward nightfall it was soon that 


there was still plenty of work for the 
life-boats to do, and 
though 
their 


crews had been continuously on duty 
Binco about two hours before midnight, 
they kept manfully at their oars. 
Bc- 


foro the boats commenced their night s 
work, however, they wcro each lilted 
with special lights and their crews 
were strengthened by 
refreshments, 


some of tho more exhausted men being 
replaced by coast guardsmen or life- 
boat men who had beon working oniy 
on shore. But, these cases of substi- 
tution of life-savers wore few in num- 
ber 
us tho men seemed to take an 


honest pride in sticking to their boats 
in spite of the severe strain placed 
-upon them.

Shortly after rundown the wind and 


sea began to rise again, and it looked 
as if there was another gale brewing. 
This-caused the life-savers to redouble 
their efforts in order to gel through 
with the work of life-saving before it 
was interfered with again by wind and 


^ I p an interview with Mr. George 
Movers, one of the Eider's passengers 
landed this afternoon, the latter said 
that the steamship up to the time sue 
grounded, bad made an average ol 
about 10 knots an hour from the tune 
she loft New York.

Mr. Meyers, continuing, said that 


though there was naturally much alarm 
among the passengers when they were 
aroused by the shock to the fact that 
the Eider was ashore, the most perfect 
discipline was maintained on board the 
German steamship, both officers and 
crew attending to their duty in a highly 
commondablo manner. 


Lieut. Addison, an officer belonging 


to a West .Indian regiment, who was 
another of the passengers brought 
ashore yesterday nfte.rnoon, agreed in 
what Mr. Meyers said as to tlio leads 
man having called out eighteen fathoms 
of water just previous to the momen 
tho Eider was brought up ashore 
Lieut. Addison said that the Eide 
struck on what is known as the Elue 
Slippor rock, and that she had no 
sooner done so that she turned rounc 
twice or three times with her forefoot 
upon the rock, as if turning upon a 
pivot. The Kider, the lieutenant said, 
turned in this pivot-like manner five 
times before midnight. 
Continuing, 


Lieut. Adisou said, that the fog begun 
to clear about forty-live minutes after 
the Kidor struck, and she- hassinee'.been 
d r i i o n b v wind and wave, about 300 
yiirds to" the westward of the point 
where shu first grounded. 


Engineer Douglas, who was in charge 


of St. Catherine lights last night, when 
the Eider ran nsliore, being questioned 
as to the state of tin- weather at the 
time said that the fog which had pre- 
vailed was ono of tin- most denjo he 
can lomembor. Tho siren (steam fog 
horn), ho adds, was kupt sounding all 
tho evening and both the dynamos of 
St 
Catherine's lights wore -vorking 


their combined powers giving a light 
equal to 7,000,000 candle power. 
Tho 


foo- was so dense, however, that the of- 
ficers of the Eider did not see tins 
li"ht probably the most powerful in 
the world, though within 3 miles of it, 
and, 
of course, tlio presence of tho 


Eider was not noticed until the coast 
guardsmen heard hoi- whistles shortly 
before she ran ashore. 


Throughout the duy the shoio of the 


Isle of Wight, near the place where the 
Eider grounded, was lined with crowds 
of people, who gi ootcd v> ith loud cheers 
every trip mado by tho life-boats en- 
gaged in the rescue- of the steamship's 
pussengors. 


After being landed and warmed up, 


tho rescued passengers wore speedily 
driven in carriages to Ventnov, about 
0 01- Id miles distant, by -road, from 
which place they were forwarded by 
rail to Hyde, on the northern shore of 
the Isle of Wight. At llydo the Eider's 
passengers wore transferred to steam- 
boats and were taken to Southampton, 
when- the North German Steamship 
Co. will house and otherwise provide 
for the steerage passengers and crew 
until after tho fate of the Eidor is de- 
cided. This will bo at about midnight, 
at lii"h water, when a last and grand 
attempt will be mado by tho govern- 
ment tugs anil by tho tugs employed 
by the steamship company to pull off 
tho stranded steamship. AH the neces- 
sary hawsers were run on board of 
her or else wore run out from'hcr dur- 
ing the afternoon, and at midnight, at 
a signal agreed upon tho rescuing- fleet 
will" put on full sleam and thus make 
one last effort to ilont the Eider. 


Even should tho tugs succeed in drag- 


ging the steamer off the shore, it is not 
certain that she will remain long afloat, 
and every precaution has been taken m 
view of 'the possibility of her sinking. 
Thus 750,000 pounds in silver coin and 
several eases of gold, which formed 
part of the Eider's cargo, have been 
taken up on deck and have been care- 
fully wrapped up in canvas, etc., on 
the'shore side of tho deck, ready to be 
whipped overboard in the event of the 
Eider commencing to founder, so as 
to facilitate the work of tho divers 
who will bo sent to .recover the bullion 


soon as the weather permits of such 


operations. 


Opinions as to'whetherthe Eider will 


or will not bo floated differ considera- 
bly this evening, as they differ still 
more as to whether she will or will not 
remain afloat, ii tho tugs are successful 
in tlio midnight effort to pull her off 


I shore. 
Some people 
sav that 
the 


'Eider's bottom must be so badly dam- 
ai'od by the stay she has mado on shore 
that slic cannot possibly remain afloat, 
while others have it that she is not 
nearly so badly hurl as was at first 
reported. 
In any case, the situation is 


ono of great interest to mariners and 
others who make their living out of 
ships and shipping.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. s.—In response to 


many sympathetic inquiries and prof- 
fers of aid received from friends in the 
United States, the department of state 
has received from Minister Smith at 
St. Petersburg, an interesting report 
of the actual conditions of the stricken 
districts of Russia, prepared from evi- 
dence of eye witnesses, and most trust- 
worthy sources: 


The territory afflicted by the drought 


comprises thirteen provinces of Euro- 
pean Russia, where the famine is gen- 
eral, 
viz.: 
Kazan, Niji, Novgorod, 


Orenburg, Oufa, Penaa, Riazon, Sa- 
mara, Saratofa, 
Simbirsk, Tamboff, 


Toula, Viatko and Voronege. 
In five 


other provinces the famine prevails m 
part, viz.: Kursk, Olonetz, Orel, Perm 
and Tanride. One or two others, like 
Kharkov, have suffered to some ex- 
tent, but are not included in the offi- 
cial reports. 


The first thirteen provinces in area 


are one-third greater than all Germany. 
They cover an area equal to the states 
of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
c\it, New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia and Kentucky, all to- 
gether. The population is about equal, 
or about 27,000,000. The provinces lost 
named, if included in the comparison, 
would equal the combined area of In- 
diana, Iowa, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin, 


Minnesota, 
Illinois, 
North 
and 


South 
Dakota, 
Nebraska, 
Kansas 


and 
half 
of 
Ohio. 
The 
total 


population of these last live provinces 
is nearly double that of the eleven 
states. This vast section is agricul- 
tural and the richest and ordinarily the 
most fruitful soil of Russia. The desti- 
tution is not universal, as there are 
those whose accumulations have saved 
thorn from want, and there are some 
spots preserved from blight by irrigB 
tion, whore a good harvest was reaped 
but at the best estimate the proportion 
of suffering is enormous. 


An official estimate of the number o 


those without food or means of suppor 
who require aid is given aa 14,000,00 
persons, and this is probably beloi 
the true number. 


For three years the corps have falle 


short, of the average, and the de 
ficieney of the past season left th 
store-houses well-nigh empty, and wit 
the increased failure of this year it 
evident, and, Minister Smith add 
positive that unless equal relief can I 
supplied the great Buffering will gro\ 
The great proportion of the peasantr 
is not provident. 
The peasants make 


nd saving but live wholly dependent 
upon yearly crops. Hence long-con- 
tinued' and widespread drouth leaves 
them subjects for outside relief. 


The scarcity of provisions is not the 


only misery of the people. 
The crops 


are the foundation 
of their whole 


eeonomie structure. 
When their crops 


fail, various evils follow. The govern- 
ment loses revenue, and the peasants 
lack all the necessaries of life. Cloth- 
ing, fire wood, farming implements, 
subsistance of horses and cattle, all 
depend on this resource, the crops. 
The taxes and rental continue, and it is 
as difficult to get fuel as food in some 
sections. 


Cold as well as hunger causes terri- 


ble suffering. Large numbers of per- 
sons huddle together in some houses 
most conducive to warmth, and even 
thatched roofs are torn off rand straw 
fed to the dying embers. Qlothing is 
given away for bread. Horses and cat- 
tle ore sacrificed. Fodder is as scarce 
as human 
food, and in some cases 


horseflesh has been sacrificed for sub- 
stinance.

During the winter there in no work, 


and frequently fathers have left their 
wives and children to fight the battle 
of want alone, because they could do 
nothing and their absence would leave 
fewer mouths to feed at home. The 
bread many are eating is composed of 
wild an-oek, potatoes, chaff and leaves; 
and these terrible conditions produce 
disease. 
Within the radius of one 


mile there are 120 cases of typhus fever. 
Pestilence and hunger are daily gam- 
ing ground and disease is decimating 
the people.

The problem is how to 
carry enough during the next three 
months, not alone for the present, bnt 
also to tide over until the next harvest, 
which should be in July. In the mid- 
dle of March, or the first of April, the 
roads will become heavy and difficult. 
Horses now available for the spring 
farming will be in use. Time is a most 
important factor of the work of relief. 
Every week is vital- One hundred and 
eighty million pounds of food are nec- 
esary; fifty carloads should 
arrive 


every day, but 
only 
eleven 
car- 


load'" per day were received Christ- 
mas week. The emergency pending 
has not been realized, unfortunately, 
but the spectre of famine has overawed 
everybody and every energy must be 
strained ' to mitigate the 
calamity. 


The imperial government has, up to 
the present time applied S42,5110,000 from 
the public treasury for the work of re- 
lief 
But the work must still go on, 


and the expenditure must amount to a 
a much higher sum. 
'1'Ue Russian em- 


peror has personally given enormously, 
and all classes are giving according to 
their means. The loss to the government 
revenue will be at least 200,000,000 
roubles, about $100,000,000 or more, 
while conservative estimates of the 
loss to Russia in view of all conse- 
quences, is placed at not less than V 
UOO 000,000 roubles. Up to the present 
there has been few contributions from 
abroad, but the government rnd the 
people of Russia are deeply sensible of 
spontaneous offerings- that have been 
made in various parts of the United 
States, and the emperor, aa well as 
others, have intimated as much to Mr. 
Smith in their expressions of apprecia- 
tion.

of tno Application of the New 


Election Law, 


Some days ago Secretary Partridgi 


ot the Republican State Central Com 
mittee worte Attornfiy-Goneral Hunt in 
reference to wuetuer the new election 
law applied to town meetings. Tester 
day he received the following opinion 
from Gen. Hunt: 


In my opinion the ant of 1891, known 


aa the Australian Ballot law, does no 
npply to town meetings. The Supreme 
Court of this state has held that tbe 
annuul town meeting is not an electioL 
within the meaning of that term as used 
m the act relating to elections, and I can 
call your attention to the following 
cases ID which the questions is ably 
cliscuessd and decided: Lippinootl vs 
Fsnn, 92111., 21; 0. & I. B. E. Co. vs 
Mallory, 101 111., 583; William vs. Potter 
114 111,, 728; Bingen vs. People, 21 App 
Court, 307. I do not think that the act 
of 1891 m any particular changes the 
character of the town meeting, and if it 
does not then this act no more npplieR 
to it then did the General Klecbon law 
before the pasange of the act of Ib'Jl.
